When you look at what 
has happened to Bobby 
McLachlan at Footscray, 
sacked after only six 
matches, no-one in a Na- 
tional League coaching 
hot-seat can rest easy. 

Perhaps we could ex- 
clude Frank Arok and Ed- 
die Thomson from that .re- 
mark, yet such is the in- 
stability of our clubs that 
one could not be certain 
even with those two. 

I repeat: the situation is 
pathetic. It makes onc 
despair for the progress of 
Australian Soccer. 

Our clubs are commit- 
ted up to their eyeballs 
financially, mainly with 
playing wages, and they 


cannot afford even two 
losses in a row. 


Panic 


The moment there is a 
drop in crowds, panic 
alarms are going off all 
‘over the place. 

The most obvious and 
easiest remedy is to sack 
the coach. 

Yet no matter how 
many coaches are sacked 
— and some clubs have 
had as many as four 
coaches in one season — 
there will still be four 
teams at the top of each 
conference table and 
eight under them at sea- 
son’s end, 

It is long-term manage- 
ment stability and com- 
monsense planning we 
need in our clubs, not 
short-term blood letting. 

Coaches know that be- 
ing sacked is one of the 
hazards of the job and 
most accept that, as has 
Abonyi. 

However, being sacked 
after six or eight games is 
utterly ridiculous. 

This is especially so in 
Abonyi’s case when his 
club knew he was a 
proven performer who 
could be expected to get 
results in time. 

So what do they want 
from Mick Jones, a wave 
of the magic wand and up 
the League Croatia go?

THE fortunes of the Australian Soccer Federation 
soared sky-high last week with two major break- 
throughs on the national front. 


The first came 
with the magnificent 
performance in Bris- 
bane by the “Shadow 
Socceroo” team that 
represented NSW 
against Queensland 
in the interstate rep- 
resentative match at 
Perry Park. 

National and NSW 
coach Frank Arok had his 
boys in tip-top shape for 
this game and they rose to 
the occasion. 


This NSW outfit pro- 
duced an exciting brand of 
football that augurs well 
for the big games ahead 
against Manchester Un- 
ited, Juventus, Glasgow 
Rangers, Nottingham For- 
est and Iraklis. 

It also showed that the 
foundations have already 
been laid in the Socceroo 
setup for the qualifying 
World Cup games next 


year. 

‘Another aspect of the 
NSW v Queensland clash 
that must be brought to 
notice was the excellent 


administration and organ- 
isation of the event by the 
Queensland Soccer Federa- 
tion. 

Queensland President 
Tan Brusasco and secretary 
Alan Vessey must be 
warmly congratulated on 
their sterling efforts. 

Big games in Brisbane in 
coming months are cer- 
tainly in good hands and 
there will be no organisa- 
tion worries in the sun- 
shine State. 

The ASF’s second boost 
came with the announce- 
ment of the format for the 
16 teams to contest the 
World Youth Cup Finals in 
Chile next year. 

For the first time — ex- 
cept when Australia was 
the host nation in 1981 — 
our Young Socceroos will 
not have to trip around 
the world in their at- 
tempts to qualify for the 
finals. 


This is marvellous news 
and it is now obvious that 
all the hard lobbying done 
by. ASF president Sir Ar- 
thur George within FIFA 
has paid off. 

Sir Arthur is an honor- 
ary member of the FIFA 


executive and a member of 
the World Youth Cup or- 
ganising committee. 

‘The format for the finals 
was announced in San- 
tiago, Chile by FIFA presi- 
dent Joao Havelange and 
will be as follows:- 

Sixteen nations will 
cpality for the finals — six 

‘Europe, three from 
reel ‘America, including 
host nation Chile, two 
each from the Caribbean, 
Africa and Asia and one 
from Oceania. 

And, with the Oceania 
qualifying tournament to 
be held here in December, 
our youngsters will not 
need to leave these shores 
to qualify. 

This is certainly magnifi- 
cent news for the ASF, the 
Young Socceroos and 
coach Jim Shoulder. 

It all adds up to a very 
happy week for Australian 
Soccer at national level. 

And while Australia's 
international stocks were 
booming our World Cup 
opponents, Israel and New 
Zealand, were having mix- 
ed fortunes. 

The Israelis were celeb- 
rating after their fine win 


over the Republic of Ire- 
land in Tel Aviv. 

Their 3 - 0 win over an 
Irish team that included 
Liam Brady now starring in 
Italy with Sampdoria, 
Liverpool’s Mark Lawren- 
son, Ronnie Whelan and 
Mike Robinson and David 
O'Leary of Arsenal, Frank 
Stapleton and Steve Mo- 
ran of Manchester United 
and Tony Galvin of Spurs 
was certainly some result.

“Our standard is far below that 
of Europe because our soccer is cut 
off from the rest of the world,” said 
Haim Haberfeld, secretary of the 
Israeli FA. 

Israel resigned from the Asian 
Confederation in 1977 after being 
expelled earlier, when many Asian 
countries refused to play it, and has 
been trying to enter Europe — so 
far without success, “We need 75 
per cent of the votes to enter Eu- 
rope but the Eastern bloc is against 
us so our chances don’t look too 
bright in the immediate future,” 
Haberfeld said. 

Israeli basketball teams haye al- 
ways competed in Europe, Mac- 
cabi Tel Aviv twice winning the 
European Cup. But most Israelis 
remain indifferent to basketball 
and reserve their passion for soccer, 
closely following the English and 
West German leagues, 

Even a recent friendly between 
parliament members of the ruling 
Likud and opposition Labor Par- 
ties drew several thousand spetta- 
tors to see the country's leaders 
display their on-field abilities. 
“Getting int Europe would give

our soccer enormous impetus,” 
said Haberfeld. “If we had the likes 
of Liverpool and Juventus coming 
to play here, we would haye to 
improve our standards and facili- 
ties. Our players would have to 
compete against real profession- 
als.” 

Only 25,000 to 30,000 spectators 
attend the eight First Division 
matches on an average weekend, 
and although two attractive match- 
es at Tel Aviv’s Bloomfield Stadi- 
um recently attracted a capacity 
crowd of 22,000, a mere 300 specta- 
tors were watching another First 
Division clash nearby. 

Despite that, top players com- 
mand salaries of up to $50,000 —a 
huge amount by Israeli standards. 

Israel has performed well in in- 
ternational competition in the past, 
It reached the 1970 World Cu 
finals in Mexico, where it drew witl 
Uruguay and beaten finalists Italy. 
In the last World Cup, Israel drew 
against Sweden and orthera Ire- 
land and thrashed European cham- 
pionship finalist Portugal, 4-1. 

For 1986, Israel has been placed 
in a preliminary group with Austra- 
lia, New Zealand and Taiwan. 
“That's what happens when you 
don't belong to any geographical 
grouping.” said Haberisld. 

Soccer is financed. largely by the 
Toto, Israel's equivalent of the soc- 
cer pools. The government devotes 
only 0.03 per cent of the national 
budget of $22 billion to sports. 

The sporting scene is dominated 
by three clubs — Hapoel, Maccabi, 
and Betar, each of which is linked 
to a political party. In JerAsalem, 
supporters of the rightist Herut 
Party are fervent fans of the local 
Betar club; opposition Labor sym- 
pathizers tend to favor Hapoel and 
Macabbi is linked to the Likud’s 
liberal wing. 


But some religious parties in the 
coalition government are hostile to 
sport on the ground that it distracts 
attention from the study of holy 
books. In Jerusalem, Betar and Ha- 
poel share a cramped stadium, and 
plans to build a proper sports com- 
plex have foundered’ because of the 
opposition of ultra-orthodox 
groups.

Yet Israeli soccer is gradually 
becoming more professional, ac- 
cording to Haberfeld. Most of the 
players in the 16 First Division 
clubs are full-timers, although the 
Second Division is a mixture of 
professional and part-time person- 
nel. The 32 teams that comprise the 
lower two divisions of the league 
are amateurs.

So taking everything in- 
to consideration, it’s been 
a very good week for Aus- 
tralia on the international 
front and the forerunner 
for more to come. 

Later this month, Sir 
‘Arthur George and ASF 
executive director Brian 
Emery take off for Zurich 
to attend the FIFA Con- 
gress.
